The nationwide conl strike hu.t been do-

held at Mr. Ickes' head during noBotlallon 
of the aovcrnment-Unlted Mine Workera 
WJise ngrci'mpnt. And people were so busy 
, watching the hand tlml held the gun that 
they lorBot to pay any attention to what 
the UMWa platol-packln' papa was doing 
with the other. But It's ail clear now. 

The versatile and ambidextrous Mr. Lcwla 
was using the other hand to hitch tho pranc- 
liiB team of wages and prices to the band- 
wagon. The ru8h to climb on has already 
started. And when they're nil aboard, then 
liold your hats, boys. 

Flrfit aboard are the United Steel Workera. 
The railroad workers, .-who have a long- 
standing wage grievance, probably will be 
next. After that you can name your own 
entries. Wo don't bellevo that the ateel work- 
ers win violate their no-atrlke pledge. Nor 
Is it likely that the railroad workers will walk 
out. But tho minors scored a victory with 
the strike weapon, and it ts a tempting 
weapon that still lies ready. 

It was a cinch, of course, that the ateel 
workers would ask lor a new contract and 
higher wages. When Mr. Ickes, In an un- 
comfortably tight spot, ■ exceeded the war 
labor board's wage recommendations, he 
broke the little steel /ormula yardstlc!;. It 
Is quite likely that both Mr. Ickes and Mr. 
Lewis regard the 15-mlnutes-for-lunch y. 
vision as most of the rest of us do— as 
unhealthy, unworkable, tongue-in-check 
■ pedlent. 

In addition to breaking the little steel 
yardstick, Mr. Ickes reduced the WLB almost 
to Its atale ot impotence before the Connally- 
Smilh act when he disregarded the l}oard'B 
sensible precedent and negotiated tho UMW 
agreement while the men were out on strike. 

As for prices. It Is a foregone conclusion 
that consumers will be paying more for coal 
as a result of the new agreement. Other rises 
in labor costs will he similarly reflected. 
Higher steel prices probably would mean in- 
creased cost of the new farm Implements 
which are promised for next year. The gen- 
eral situation Is bound to weaken tho ad- 
ministration's plea for further subsidies. The 
President's appointment of another group 
to make a cost-of-living survey Is not too 
hopeful, in view ol the bland assurance of 
his food message to congress, and tho sub- 
sequent admission of the fallibility of such 
surveys which was Implicit In some of. his

CO-BELLIGERENT PRISONERS 
Tho aituatloiBof Italian prisoners in the 
United States has remained unchanged since 
Italy's Burrender and subsequent elevation to 
the status ol co-belligerent. This Bituation, 
though anomalous and perhaps embarras- 
sing, la understandable In the light of more 
urgent problems confronting the army. Yet 
It seems thnt, knowing the temper and sym- 
pathy of most of these prisoners, they might 
be given n greater opportunity than they now 
have to do their part as co-belligerents by 
helping to relieve our manpower shortage. 

A represenutlve of the Bowling Proprie- 
tors' association recently went to Washing- 
ton to ask that war prisoners be allowed to 
work In bowling alleys as pin setters. It 
seems a perfectly reasonable request. And 
there must be other Jobs that they could do 
without submitting Americans to any don- 
ger. Obviously this body of prisoners rep- 
resents a variety of skills. The barrier of 
language should not keep these men from, 
doing a satisfactory Job In many kinds of 
manual work— for example, the less techni- 
cal tasks connected with farming, lumber- 
ing and construction, as well as other work 
which Is not strictly "essential" but which 
needs doing, nevertheless.
